1. BELOW IS TEXT OF DRAFT RESOLUTION OR CONSENSUS AGREED 

TO BY NON-ALIGNED MEMBERS OF SC AND PRESENTED TO AMB BENNETT 
4 PM DEC 7 BY AMB SANI (INDONESIA) AND AMB PEREZ DE CUELLAR 
(PERU). 

2. SANI, WHO TOOK LEAD IN COMMENTING ON DRAFT RES, SAID 
THIS WAS FIRST DRAFT AND SUBJECT TO DISCUSSION AND CHANGE. 

WITH COMPLETE FRANKNESS, HE ACKNOWLEDGED THAT MAJOR PURPOSE 
OF SUCH RES (HE TENDED USE TERM "RESOLUTION" RATHER THEN 
"CONSENSUS" IN ORAL PRESENTATION) WAS TO REASSERT RELEVANCE 
OF SC TO ME PEACE EFFORT. NON ALIGNED HAD FOR PRESENT 
ABANDONED IDEA OF ESTABLISHING WATCH COMMITTEE OF SC 
MEMBERS TO ADVISE SYG. THIRD ELEMENT OF OP PARA 3 

("TO DECIDE" ETC.) ALLOWED FOR POSSIBILITY THAT IN LATER 
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STAGE NON-ALIGNED WOULD WISH TO RESUSCITATE WATCH COMMITTEE 
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IDEA. 

3. AMB BENNETT THANKED SANI AND PEREZ AND SAID HE WOULD 
SEND PROPOSED TEXT TO WASHINGTON IMMEDIATELY. BENNETT 
EXPLAINED THAT US WAS INCLINED TO THINK THAT NO RES NECESSARY, 
THAT NOTIFICATION FROM SYG TO SC PRES AND THROUGH LATTER TO 
COUNCIL MEMBERSHIP WOULD SUFFICE. TO BENNETT'S QUESTION RE 
SOVIET AND CHINESE ATTITUDE, SANI REPLIED THAT YUGOSLAV 

AND INDIAN AMBASSADORS WERE SIMULTANEOUSLY PRESENTING DRAFT 
TO MALIK. GENERAL RELUCTANCE OF CHINESE TO GET INVOLVED 
WAS APPARENT TO ALL. 

4. SUBSEQUENTLY, AND PRIOR TO SYG'S 5 PM MEETING WITH NON- 
ALIGNED AT WHICH DRAFT TO BE DISCUSSED, POLCOUNS TELEPHONED 
HENNIG OF SYG'S STAFF. POLCOUNS REITERATED AS PRELIMINARY 
USUN VIEW THAT RES WOULD BE SUPERFLUOUS AND COMMENTED 
NEGATIVELY ON THIRD ELEMENT OF OP PARA 3. HE ARGUED THAT 

IT APPEARED TO DEROGATE FROM SYG’S INHERENT AUTHORITY AND 
DISREGARDED FACT THAT NATURE AND SCOPE OF UN PARTICIPATION 
IN ANY ME PEACE CONFERENCE WOULD BE MATTER OF LEGITIMATE 
CONCERN TO OTHER PARTICIPANTS IN CONFERENCE. HENNIG 
SAID HE WOULD REPORT OUR PRELIMINARY VIEWS TO SYG.

BE HELD UNDER APPROPRIATE AUSPICES, 

CONSIDERING FURTHER THAT SUCH TALKS ARE PLANNED TO BE

1. TAKES NOTE OF THE LETTER OF THE SECRETARY-GENERAL 
ADDRESSED TO THE PRESIDENT OF THE SECURITY COUNCIL 
(DOC. S/.„.) 

2. EXPRESSES THE HOPE THAT THE SECRETARY-GENERAL WILL PLAY 
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A USEFUL ROLE AT THE PEACE CONFERENCE, IN ACCORDANCE 
WITH THE RELEVANT (OR APPROPRIATE) RESOLUTIONS OF THE 
SECURITY COUNCIL AND THAT HE WILL PRESIDE OVER ITS PRO- 
CEEDINGS, IF THE PARTIES SO DESIRE; 

3. REQUESTS THE SECRETARY-GENERAL TO KEEP THE SECURITY 
COUNCIL SUITABLY INFORMED OF THE DEVELOPMENTS OF THE NEGO- 
TIATIONS AT THE PEACE CONFERENCE IN ORDER TO ENABLE THE 
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COUNCIL TO REVIEW THE PROBLEMS ON A CONTINUING BASIS AND TO
